By putting the ey e to the 
small end of the telescope one g ets a near 
view of distant.objects, and by looking 
throug h the larg e end sees near objects 
at a distance, mellowed, as it were, into 
a kind of enchanting indistinctness. Now 
persons who heard on festive occasions 
the tread of the hue lamented J umbo did 
not perceive eveu in it much encha nt­ 
ment or indistinctness. 
Of course the

fall of that lordly brute sound like the 
boom of a Krupp g un, which would not 
have been pleasant at close quarters, and, 
on the other hand, if reversible, would 
have made the patter of his pedal extrem­ 
ities fall Upon the ear as g ently as dew 
falls upon the mown g rass.

will seem like the tintinnabulations of 
some modern backy ard poet; and “ Sa la ­ 
thiel; Sa la thiel!

In the reg ular use of the reversible mi­ 
crophone care would have to be observed 
in its adjustment, for if by mistake the 
wrong end should be applied to the ear 
the shock would be tremendous.

notice, and finally said: 
“ I suppose my 
friend will deal with this subject as well as 
anybody could; but right Christian living is 
the l>est answer to all infidelity. 
Tho burn­ 
ing and shining light is the only argument 
you need against darkness.” 

Beecher based his sermon upon Ro­ 
mans ii, 4, 5: 
“ Despisest thou the riches 
of His goodness and forbearauco and long 
suffering; not knowing that tho goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance?
